3. ERIKSEN ( NORWAY) INTERVENED TO COMMENT ON THREE 
ISSUES: ( A) ECONOMIC DEPRIVATION OF BLACK POPULATION 

IN SOUTH AFRICA MAINLY RESULT OF EXPLOITATION OF FOREIGN 
CORPORATIONS, ( B) DENIAL RIGHT OF SELF- DETERMINATION IN 
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PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES, ( C) DEPRIVATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS 
IN GREECE NAMELY THROUGH TORTURE AND DETENTION WITHOUT 
TRIAL. 

4. THREE NGO' S INTERVENED : ( A) INTERNATIONAL LEAGUE 
FOR THE RIGHTS OF MAN STRESSING VIOLATION OF HUMAN

5. VAN BOVEN ( NETHERLANDS) JOINED AND SUPPORTED NORWEGIAN 
REP IN CALLING ATTENTION TO SITUATION IN GREECE. DEBATE 

FOR AFTERNOON SESSION THURSDAY CONCLUDED BY DIAZ- CANANUEVA 
( CHILE) WHO MADE RECOMMENDATION TO COMMISSION THAT REPORT 
OF AD HOC WORKING GROUP ON SOUTHERN AFRICA BE CONVEYED 
TO THE OSLO CONFERENCE AS A BASIC DOCUMENT OF THE 
CONFERENCE. IN ADDITION, CASANUEVA ALLEGED THAT MAJOR 
PROBLEM IN NAMBIA AROSE FROM " INTERNATIONAL CORPORATIONS
